eminated labours, of this amiable 
kholar, we gladly add one more tn- 
bute of § crateful pra le. 

The ‘Enelith fage, not lefs than 
various “other departments of litera- 
ture, fiands confiderably imdebted to 
he elegant and claflical genius yf this 






gentleman. 
Mr. Murphy is a native of lre- 
and. He isthe fon of Richard Mur- 


pay, a merchant in Dublin, and his 
wie Jane, whote maiden name was 
French, the daughter of Arthur 
French, of Tyrone, in the county of 
Galway. and fifter to the late Jettery 
French, of Argyll Buildings. Our 
author was bornin the county of Rot- 
common, near Elphin, on the 27th 

of December, 1730, as appears, we 
we informed, from a memorandum 
his mother’s prayer-book, in her 
OWN hand-writing. He was brought 
0 Londen by his mother, with an 
eer brother, (fince deceaied) in 
1738, and was foon after fent to his 
4unt, (whofe name twas Piunket, then

“In 1745 he was fent by his uncle, 
Je ttery rench, tothe counting - houfe 

Mr. Harrold, an eminent mere 
et in Cork. After two years 
palied in that city, he, by his uncle's 
orders, returned to London, where, 
in the beginning of the year 1754; he 
was placed as “‘aflittant book-keeper, 
in the banking-houfe of Lrontiue and 
Belchier, i Lombard-f{treei. Lhe 
life of bufinefs, thus choien for him, 
he entirely approved ; but the unfet- 
tled temper of his uncle {oon obliged 
him to it; may 
venture to Congratulate the lovers of 
literature on Chis « nana mv his dcitie 
nauion ; require 
to juccefs in bulime é had he puriued 
it, might have obfcured that genius, 
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been fo happily exerted. 
Mr. Murphy, then, undertook to 


write the Gray’s Inn Journal, wi 


which he was paid a guinea and ; 
halt a week ; a fum, which, at a 
period of his. life, he thought confi- 
derable; and it awakened in him 
fomewhat of the {pint and confidence 
of independence. By this conduét, 
however, he had the misfortene to 
give umbrage to his uncle, who died 
in May 1754, leaving our author no 
confoling teftimonial of re {pect for 
his memory, in the bequefts of his 
will, notwith ftanaing repe ated pro- 
miles, direcUy encouraging very dif- 
ferent expectations. 
it might be forefeen, that his im- 
mediate dif fappointment, from luch a 
circumftance, would be followed b 
unpleafant confequences. Wath the 
ufual improvidence of expectation, 
he had, in the plan of his own ex- 
penditure, anticipated a fhare of the 
pofthumous property of Mr. French ; 
and now found himfelf nearly 2col. 
in debt, and that the income from the 
journal, though it raifed him to an 
imaginary independence at firft, was 
ally infuficient to keep him out of 
a ic ‘ulties, much lefs to extricate 
him from the formidable one in which 
he was now involved. ‘ihus jituat- 
d, he was induced to put a period to 
the Gray’s Inn Journal ; and by the 
advice of his friend, the memorable 
San. Foote, to (ry his fortune onthe 
{ta Ce Such advice, from fuch cl cri- 
tic, pre-fuppoies the claim of conti- 
derable met * in our young candidate 
for thr atrical fame; but, either from 
a too ident eitimate ot his own 
abilities, aad nfequenr mifap- 
plication, in the choice of chara ter S, 
or from want of tafte and difcern- 
mentin the public, it is ceftain he did 
mot seman? fucceed. He firit ap- 
peared on che Race of Covent-gar- 
1755, in the im- 
portent and character of 
Othello, whofe * eccupauen’ neither 
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and thofe talents, which have fince procured him emolument nor x 
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plaufe, notwithftanding contiderable 
perfonal advantages, a voice fingh 
tuned to tell the © round unvarnifht 
tale,’ and a moft critical knowledg 
of the tranfcendent merits of Sha 
{pete. 

Yet he continued to appear, on 
rious occafions, during the feafo 
and always witha degree of attentiog 
from the public, which marked ; 
leaft, the good fenfe of our Vouns 
actor, who wascareful not to ‘ole 
itep the modefty of nature’ in th 
parts he afflumed. ‘The followiy 
feafon we find him in the companya 
Drury-lane, where, however, he per 
formed with no higher degree of fu 
cefs ; and this feems to have difpofd 
him, finally, to quit a profefhon m 
which, without profit and applauk, 
happinefs is feldom attained. 

Univerfality of talent, we. hay 
nigh authority to decide, cannot be th 
lot of any human individual : the die 
tum, therefore, which fends ‘ every 
man to iis calling,’ is not merely the 
reproof of jealoufy or refentment, i 
ert ms puriuing a common track to 
profit or fame, but the offspring d 
profoundeft wifdom. 

Its influence, in the cafe of Mr. 
Mur,-1y, was natural, and in ordéty 

—he commenced author ; and avail 
ing himielf of the experience whicht 
two years effay as an actor had give 
him of dramatic effects and cont 
vances, he, in the year 1757, brougit 
out the farce of The A pprentict 
which has the merit of being fills 
favourite with the public. Ata late 
period of his life, and with dramatt 
powers ftill more cultivated, he pro 
duce pve .¢ Orphan of China, and 
tragedy of Zenobia, which are coir 
polrti ons of fuch m erit, that we cat 
only account for their rare appeal 
ance, by the prefent occupation of the

Mirabeau' s Def ripitiog of his / 
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Letter 1 - 


London, Aug. 30, 1794 

T is from this foverei ion city, 
i whichs built with bricks, and 
Without either elegance or dignity, 
pomts to the Pnames and its fupe eth 
bridce, and feems to fay :—Jo what 
VOU COMAGAYE nle ‘F Let t/ le Glee 
an, let worlds bri nv hither their trl.

ture; but my heart and iny imagine 
tion itil fullof you. . 

vin voyace would ferve for a1 
mance ; you are acqui ainted with one 
part of ‘the conveniences that pre 
ceded our depal ture , you have ul 
doubtediy expenien ed at Paris te 
fame weather we met with on the 
road; but of our pailage you cal 
form no idea, until you have ‘been i 
atempelt. Lwice were we on the 
rm ut of perithing - once by the {ole 
force of wind and waves, which ma 
our weak bark crack again ; - af 
once, at the entrance of the Addef 
that is, ass we were off. the port, a 
tac aa about, a miftake in tne male 
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FOR DECE 


. the water was knee deep in the 
hold. ‘Lhe captain, a mett intrepid 
filor, gave up himielf for loft, and 
would not, he deelired, outlive his 
{hip Happiiy, my poor triend was 
im that borrble ftate, called fea fick- 
neis, che moralettect of which isa 
carcicineis about every thing, ex- 
cept about the hope that the tea wall 
{wallow up both the puniihment and 
the puamihed. I, who never am fea- 
fick, vomited blood, and my nerves 
have not yet regained their tone. 

As foon as we landed, we took 
pot in company with an Infhman 
(whom Ll ihould have beheved to be 
an bonett maa, if | had not always 
thought that to be a character which 
is the He filus ultra of divine provi- 
dence), a krench lady, whom the 
lriimman had ttolen trom her family 
by tie rigat that every dviihman has 
to appropriate to hinafelf a rich heir- 
eis; and withan bnglith clergyman, 
amiid, moderate, and very well in- 
formed man. We fer otf poft, I 
fay, not from any p! ‘Tacipie of pride, 
but all the fathion of ineland, and 
the brilliant part of the court, being 
at Brighthelmitone, where the prince 
of Wales was drinking the waters, 
there was not a tinge diligence im 
which we could procuie places ;_ be- 
fides ports, which are excellent, and 
furniih coaches comparable to our 
senilemen’s Carriages, are fcarcely 
a dear as in Krance, though much 
lonzer and pafled with three times 
the {fpeed. Ic refulted, however, 
from this mode of travelling, that in 
{pte of the economical taients and 
Infh indufiry of our companion, 
whom I created quarter mailer gene- 
ral of the expedition, our journey 
coft us thrice whiat it ought to have 
coft us, confidering that the packet 
boat not failing wil three days after 
our arrival, and the difficulties about 
a paffport beconung alarming, | 
freighted a ilip. it T were notatraid 
of divulging fecrets, which may be 
of fervice to ome honett fellows, as 
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1798. O21; * 
they have been of fervice to us, I 
would demonftrate to you, that the 
fublime tormalities of our Inquifition, 
called the admiralty, are ufelefs for 
every purpoic, but that of putting 
money nto the pockets ot the in- 
{pectors ; excellent effect of every 
regulating leg iflation. 

We dined at Bi ighthelmftone, upon 
the beit butchers’ meat I ever eat: 
and, as the tingle act of touching an 
knglith bed drains the purie, parti- 
culasly m the netyhbourhoed of the 
court (for gold is ‘the Mandr; agora of 
all courts), we fleptat Lewes. Are 
you not ihocked at an Englifh town 
bearing the name of one of our 
kings? Irom Lewes we traverted the; 
fineitcountry in Europe, for variety 
and verdure, tor beauty and richnets, 
for rural neatnefs and elegance. It 
was a teaftfor the fight, a charm 
for the mind, which it is impofiible 
CO exagverate. 

The approaches to London are 
through a country for which Holland 
affords no parallel (I flould compare 
to it fome of the vallies of Switzer- 
land) for, and this remarkable obler- 
vation feizes immediately an experi- 
enced mind, this fovercign people 
are, about all, farmers in the bofom 
of theirrilland ; and that is what has 
fo long faved it p ae itsown convul- 
fions. 4 felt my mind deeply and. 
itrongly interefted as I travelled 
through this well cultivated and prof- 
perous-couniry, and I faid to mytelf, 
whence this new emotwuon. Theirs 
caftles, Compared to ours, are but 
pigeon houtes. Several cantons in 
France, even in the pooreft provinces, 
and all Normandy, which I have juft 
vilited, are finer by nature than thefe 
fields. . Here we find in ths place, 
and that place, but every where im 

eur country, fine edifices, proud 
buildings, great public works, the 
traces of the molt wonderful works 
of man; and yet this contents me: 
more than thofe things aftonith me. 
li is that nature is here amehorated 
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where, phytically infamous.

And be afiured, my friend, that 
this is fo really the true caufe of the 
effect upon which I reafoned, that 
after I arrived at London, and had 
pafied the fuperb ‘Vhames (which 
muit not be compared to any thing 
becaufe nothing is comparable to’ it) 
nothing either aftonithed or pleafed 
me more, except the 
which nade the goud La Conpa- 
MINE. fall on his knees and exclaim, 
God bépraifed, this is a country im 
which foot paffengers pafs for fome- 
thing | All the rett appeared com- 
mon andeven pitiful to me. 

L will willingly fay with the cold 
Italian, that there are fb’eets on the 
left. and on the ric pnt and a road in 
the middle. Ali the cities are alike, 
unte{s you grani to this the advantage 
of drat admirable propriety which is 
extended to every thing, embellithes 
every thing, which has an almoft 
equal charm for the rnind and the eye, 
and has dominions which no ancient 
city ever poffefied; for the reft, a

N the feventh of October, at 
fix im the evening, I was 
brought to the hall of the council, 
where I found about twenty muni. 
cip al officers affembled, having tor 
eis prefident Manuel; who, ‘from 
procureur of the c ommune, had become 
amember of the national afflembly. 
His prefence furprifed and fomewhat 
alarmed me. I was directed to take 
from the king, that fame evening, 
the orders which he {till wore, fuch 
as thofe of St. Louis, and the Gold- 
en Fleece ; for hismnajetty no longer 
wore the order of the Holy Ghoft 
which had been fuppreffed by the firft 
affembly. i 
| reprefent ed that Lee ye 
and that it was not f6r ine to inform 
the king of the arréts of the council. 
I returned this anfwer that I might 
gain time to give his majelty notice 
of what was intended; and I per- 
ceived from the embarrafiment of the 
municipal officers, that they acted at 
this moment without being authorifed 
by any arrét either of the conventi- 
on or thecommune. ‘Lhe commui- 
fioners at firft refufed to go up to the 
king ; but Manuel prevailed on them 
by “offering to accompany them. 
The king was fitting and reading. 
Manuel was fpeaker on this occali- 
on; and the converfation which -fol- 
lowed was as remarkable for the in- 
decent familiarity of Manuel, as for 
the calmnefs and mone difplay- 
ed by the king.

“Then again 
addretling his majefty :— The des 
mocratic principles {pread rapidly. 
You know that the people have abo- 
hithed royalty, and adopted a republi~ 
can government ? 

¢ [have heard fay fo, and I moft 
earneftly with thatthe French may 
findthart happinefs which I have al~ 
ways endeavoured to procure them.’ 

‘ You know, likewife that the 
aftembly has fuppreffed all orders of 
knighthood: you thould have been 
told to lay afide all fuck decorations. 
As you have now re-entered into the 
clafs of other citizens, you fhould be 
treated like them. Wath refpect to 
every thing that may be neceifary, 
afk for it, and it {hall be immediate 
ly procured for you.’ | 

‘ [thank you; I need nothing.’ 

THe immediately bevan again to 
read. Manuel, who had-endeavour* 
ed to ruffle and provoke him to tm. 
patience, found in him’ only the 
greatelt refignation, and an unaltera~ 
ble ierenity. 

The deputation having retired, ene 
of the municipal officers told me to 

follow him to the council-chamber, 
where I was again ordered to take 
from the king the decorations of chit 


ofders: 
Manuel ailded, ‘You will do wel 
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AVI. may laft a long time; and that, 


if it is not your intention to remain, 
you fhould fay fonow. It is alfo 
intended to rencer the fuperintend- 
ance more ealy, by diminithing the 
number of perfonsinthe Tower. If 
youremain with the ci-devant king 
you will be abfolutely alone, and 
§ your fervice will become more lJabo- 
rious. You will have wood and 
water brought you every week; but 
you muft elean the apartment, and 
do all the work.’ : 

I aniwered, that, as 1 was deter- 
mined not to leave the king, I would 
fubmit to every thing. 

I was them. taken back to the 
chamber of his majefty, who faid to 
me, * You have heard what thefe 
gentlemen have faid: you will this 
evening take off the mfignia of the 
orders from my, clothes.’ 

The next day, while drefling the 
king, I told himthat | had locked up 
the crofs and ribbands, though Ma- 
# nuel had given me to underftand that 
§ it would be proper te fend them to the 
8 eonvention. 

‘¢ You have done well,’ anfwered 
§ his majetty. 

5s A report has been circulated, that 
Manuel came tothe temple, in the 
courfe of the month of September, 
# to engage his majefty tu write to the 
§ king of Pruffia at the time of his en- 
trance into Champagne. [| can af- 
firm with certainty, that Manuel ‘ne- 
ver was inthe tower but twice dur- 
-ing. the whole time I remained there ; 
on the third of September, and on the 
feyenth of October ; and that each 
time he was accompanied by a great 
number of municipal ofhcers, and 
never {poke to the king in private. 

On the ninth of October the jour- 
nal of tae debates of ‘the convention 
| was brought to the king ; but fome 
days after a municipal othcer, named 
Machel, a petfumer, ¢auied an arret 
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toy be paffied which again prolabited 


sheatower.. He called me to the coun- 






cil chamber, and afked me by wha 


orders the journals were fent into the 
tower with my addrefs. In fa@, 
four journals were brought every da 
with this printed addrefs—7o the aS 
et-de chambre of Louis XVI. in the 
tower of the temple. did not know, 
and ftilldo not know, who paid the 
fubfcription for them. Michel talk. 
ed. of fercing me to tell him. * He 
made me write to the editors of thofe 
journals for explanations ; but the an- 
{wers, if any were received, were 
never communicated to me. 

The prohibition of the journals 
being brought into the tower, admitt- 
ed, however, of fome exceptions, 
when thofe publications furnifhed op- 
portunity for any new infult. If they 
contained any opprebrious exprefh- 
ons again{t the king or queen, any 
atrocious menaces, or infamous ca- 
lumnies, fome ef the municipal off-

em. #KOFhis majefty, that 
they might fall into‘his hands. 

One of thefe journals contained 
one day the exclamation of a can- 
noneer who wifhed for the head of 
the tyrant Louis XVI, to load his 
piece with and difcharge it at the ene- 
my. Another was filled with the 
moft abufive and abfurd calumnies 
againftmadam Elizabeth, whofe vir- 
tue was malignantly attacked on ac- 
count of her attachment te the king 
and queen. A third faid, the. two 
young wolves in the tower muft be 
{trangled ; meaning the dauphin and 
the princefs royal. 

Thefe infults only affected the king 
as they regarded his people. * The 
French,’ faid he, ‘are very unfortu- 
nate to fuffer themfelves to be thus 
deceived.” “ When T was the | firt 
who faw'thefe journals, I-was care- 
ful to take them away that his majef- 


ty might’not fee them ; but frequent-, 


ly they were placed there while [ was’ 
employed about fomiething elfe, and 


then they’ unavoidably fell, into 
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hands ; ‘fo that there were very few 
of thefe violent paragraphs, written 
to provoke regicide; or prepare the 
people for the commiffion of that 
crime, which were not read by the 
king- ‘Vhofe who are acquainted 
with the infolence of the publicati- 
ons of that time can alone form an 
idea of what he muft have felt. 

» The influence of-thefe fanguinary 
libels was alfo to be reakedliod in the 
conduct of the greater part ¢of the 
municipal officers, who had not be- 
fore their appearance been either fo 
sigid or fo fufpicious. 

One day after dinner I was writ- 
ing a fnemorandum of expenfes in 
the council-chamber, which I put 
into a defk of which [had the key. 
As foon as I had left the room, Ma- 
rinot, a municipal officer, faid to his 
colleagues, though he was not on 
duty, that it would be proper to open 
the defk, examine what_it contained, 
and fee if I did not ‘fhaintain fome 
correfpondence with the enemies of 
the people—‘ I know him well,’ 
added he, ‘and I know that he re- 
ceives letters for the king.’ He then 
proceeded to accufe his colleagues of 
connivance, loading them with re- 
proaches, and threatening to denounce 
them all to the council of the com- 
mune as accomplices with me ; and 
immediately went away to carry his 
defign into execution. An inventory 
was immediately taken of all the -pa- 
pers in my defk, and fentto thecom. 
thune, where Marinot had already 
made his denunciation. 

The fame officer at another time 
pretended, that a  draught-board 
which I had fent to be mended, with 
the confent of his colleagues, -might 
contain a correfpondence ; he there- 
fore had it entirely taken to pieccs, 
and, when he found nothing, made

_ Once my wife and her friend com-

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Thurfday, I was {peaking with them 
mn the council-chamber, when the 
queen and madame Elizabeth, who 
were walking, faw us, and nodded 
tous. ‘his notice of mere aftability 
was obferved by Marinot, and it was 
ground enough for hing to have m 

wife and her friend arrefted as they 
were going out of the council cham- 
ber. ‘Lhey were examined feparate- 
ly : my wife being atked who the la- 
dy was that accompanied her, declar- 
ed fhe was her fifter ; while to the 
fame queftion the other had replied 
that they were coufins. ‘his con- 
tradiction furnifhed fubject for a long 
written ftatement, and the moft fe-

that this lady was one of the queen’s 
pages in difguife. However, after 
a moft painful and infulting examin- 
ation that laited three hours, they 
were fet at liberty. | 
They were (tll permitted to come 
to the tower: but we redoubled our 
caution. I had often in thofe fhort 
interviews managed to flip mto.their 
hands notes written with a pencil, 
whieh had efeaped the-fearches of the 


municipal officers, and which I con-’ 


cealed with great care. ‘Thefe notes 
related to fome information their ma- 
jefties wifhed to have ; luckily on 
on that day they had ot. received 
any; if one had been found upon 
them, we fhould all three have been 
in the greateft danger. 

There were others of the muni- 
cipal oficers who had the moft extra- 
vagant whims. One ordered fome 
macaroons to be broken to fee if there 
was no letter concealed in them. 
Another, on the fame pretence, had 
forne peaches cut before lim, and 
the ftones cracked. - A‘third, one day, 
compelled me todrink the effence of 
foap prepared for- faving the king, 
affecting to apprehend it waas porfon. 
After dinner and fupper, madame 
Elizabeth ufed to give me a gold -blad- 


ed knifeto clean, which the munici- 
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pal ofhcer. would often fnatch out of 
iny hand, to examine if [had flipt 
dome paper into the fhieatis. 

_ Madame Elizabeth having com- 
manded me to iend 2 book of devo- 
tion to the duchefs de Sérent, the 
municipal officers cut effthe margins 
tor fear any thing fhould jiave been 
written upon them with a fecretink. 

One of them one day forbade my 
going up to the queen to dreis her 
hair: her majetty was to come down 
to the king’s apartments, and to bring 
sher powder and combs herielf. 
Another would follow her into 
madame [lizabeth’s chamber to fee 
her change her clothes, which the 
uiually did at noon. I reprefented to 
him the indecency of fuch behavi- 
our ; but he periifted, and her ma- 
jetty was obliged to give up drefhng, 
and leave the room. 

When the linen was brought from 
the waih, the officers made me un- 
fold article by article, and examined 
it always by day-light. ‘Lhe wather- 
woman’s book, and every paper uied 
for packing, were held to the .hre, 
to afcertaia whether there were not 
any fecret writing upon them. ‘Ihe 
linen, afier having been worn by the 
king, queen, price, ‘and princefles, 
was 1n like manner examined before 
it WaS given out. 

‘Lhere were, however, fume. of 
the municipal oficers who were not 
io hardened as their colleagues : but 
molt of thete, becoming ittpected by 
the comnuttee of public fafety, have 
fallen victims to their humanity, and 
thoie who are {till alive have been 
long groaning in confinement.

hath a general pardon :’— They there. 
fore fay; that they are of opinion that 
a general pardon would not reftore 
him to be a witnefs after an outlawr 

for felony, becaufe of the interelfts 
the king’s fubjects have of him; but 
then they fay further, that when a 
man comes to be burned in the hand, 
there they look upon that as a more 
general difcharge than the pardon 
alone would amount to, if he had 
not been burnt in the hand. On the 
whole, they fay, if he had not been 
convicted of felony, and not burned 
in the hand, the pardon would,not fet 
him upright ; but being convicted, 
and burnt in the hand, the burning 
fets him upfright, and he is an aé- 
mifiible witnefs.’ 

This being laid down as law, Dan- 
gerfield was fworn, and gave in his 
evidence ; but the jury, not pretend- 
ing to judge of thefe very nice difiine 
tions of law, feemed to pay very Iit- 
tle credit to the teftimony of a man 
convicted, of perjury, though burn 
in the hand, and acquitted the pit 
foner.

‘ Above the fphear of Purgatory is 
that of Linbus Patrum which 1s 
23,625 miles, and diftant from us 
1252 miles.’ 

‘ Above this is Abraham’s Bofom, 
much about the fame length and dif- 
tance as the other.’ 

‘ Some object againft this, that 
we have placed He// lowermoft, and 
have made it lefs than the earth, or 
any of the other places, whereas we 
ought to have made it bigger, in re- 
gard of the vaft numbers of . people 
that have been crowding thither for 
thefe many thoufands of years, and 
neverreturn, and will be daily crowd- 
ing thither: till the world’s, end. To 
which we anfwer, that when the 
centre of the univerfe fhall be re- 
mov’d out of the way, after the day 
of judgment, and the.earth, and all 
that infinite heap of mountains and 
feas, fhall be calcin’d to nothing, 
there will be fpace enough ; befides 
that, the damned in chains and fetters 
muit not expect to have fo much lh- 
berty as the faints in heaven, who 
are unconfined.’ 

The frofound Dr. Rofaccio had, 
without doubt, a portion of difciples 
that admired and reverenced his va// 
erudition and jingular veracity.

chines, Herodotus the hiftoriah is 
ge unacquainted with them. 
The Chevalier de Folard, * Traité de 
l’Attaque des Places,’ cites many 
paffages where he thinks he can dif- 
cover, from Calmet, that the origi- 
nal Hebrews were already in the ha- 
bit of ufiny battering rams. Thefe 
engines, fo fimple and fo powerful, 
muit have been very tardy in pafling 
to Greece. Wethink, toocommon- 
y: that the Greeks invented every 
thing : their art was, that of largely 
boafting of what they had. 

It is equally as fingular, a circum. 
{tance that we fhould fee a modern 
work actually. denying in toto the 
very exifience of Troy.

He haftened 
England, in his way from whence, 
in an ope boat, he was. nearly 
wrecked, and driven from the coalt 
of No vmand YY, on which be pur- 
poled to have Janded, to that of Sul- 
fex, where, for a ihort time, his 
juiferings were increaied, tn confe- 
quence of his being mittaken by the 
country people tor a fpy. 

tie at leagth returned to Norman- 
dy, arid was firft mformed that the 
directory had offered a_ contiderable 
reward for his apprehention, by a 
deputation from che regiment with 
wiluch he had fern ed ialee the reign 
of Louis AVI. and who, quartered 
by their new mailers im his neigh- 


bourhood, offered to protect him, 
andto provide for his elcape. He 


declined the generous offer, aud con- 
tinued decrejed by the friends of Roy- 
alty. . 

The executive directory, folicitous 
for his arreft, and that of others, 
required from each houte a daily ac- 
count of its inhabitants and coniump- 
tion, and likewile from every baker:

Maunda, glorying tn-his loyalty, 
but without he means of refif{tance, 
was, wiih his party, conveyed to the 
priion of Caen, where they are con- 
hned in feparate dungeons, waiting 
that death which appears almoff ine- 
vitable. 

The arreft@f Maunda, and the dif- 
coveries {tated to have been made 
through his papers, occupy general 
converfauon. His good qualities 


have created mueh unavailing inter- 
elt.

O writers of fuperior abilities 
and more extenfive informa- 
tion, | fhall leave the arduous and 
digmfied tafk of defcribing the revo- 
lations of empires, by what fteps 
they mount to the lofty pinnacles of 
trenoth and fame, and then by a con- 
rary progreis delapie into diforder and 
tin. Antiquity could boait of many 
brilliant governments, which have at 
prefent only a fecondary or comme 
morated exiftence. ‘They arofe, they 
fourifhed, they decayed. Hittorians 
beheld them on the brink of oblivion, 
and by the force of genius refcued 
them trom its gloomy abyis. Of au- 
thors capable of fuch grand efforts, 


itis not tor me to augment the num- 


ber. Complying with the precept of 
Horace. I fhall undertake a work 
more {uitable to my {trength, the de-

Wile and eracious is the law ot na- 
ture, by which the different {pecies 
of plants upon the earth neither ac- 
Quire nor lofe their leaves fimulta- 
heoufly, but fucceflively.

time is wafted, which might be more 
beneficially or more agreeably em- 
ployed. 

This isan evil which it becomes 
neceffary to oppofe, and which, un- 
lefs oppofed with firmnefs and refo- 
lution, the beft defigns wull often be 
irremediably fruftrated, the wifeft 
purpofes remain unaccomplifhed; 
end aman can never be fecure from 
invafion and interruption, in the pro- 
fecution of the worthteft and beft 
eoncertedtebemes. He ought, there-

fance. It is evident, that if fuch k. 
berty be not allowed, the greateft pan 
of life may be fpent in idle and ft. 
volous vifits and  intercourfes, to 
which unfortunately thofe are mol 
expofed, who ought leaft to he f 
befet ; that is, thofe whofe confp. 
cuous merit attraéts thofe impert- 
nent intruders ; who aim at render- 
ing themfelves confiderable, by « 
forced intimacy with diftinguithe 
characters. Again ; politenefs, like 
modefty, is voluntary, and therefor 
a virtue; for the modeft man choofes 
to reftrain himfelf when he couli 
fhine, and wants not the proper a 
furance to exert his talents, but fup- 
prefles them as unfeafonable on cer 
tain occafions ; whereas compli: 
fance, like bafhfulnefs, is an inve- 
luntary reftraint, and_ therefore ¢ 
weaknefs, at leaft, if not a vice; fot 
the bafhful man would willingly ex 
ert himfelf, but wants the proper 4: 
furance, even when convinced of tle 
propriety and expediency of fo doing 
In fhort, whether thefe terms 3 
properly defined and explained, 0 
not, the things intended bv them, § 
is prefumed, are fufhciently difte 
guifhed to admit of no miftake. An 
all that is defigned is, to fhow thé 
politenefs, in the fenfe here exhibl 
ed, isto be finduitrioufly cultivate 
as conducive to the hberty, © 
pleafure, and mutual fatisfaction ¢ 
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as is here defcribed, is, on the con- 
trary, to be banifhed, as deftructive 
of thefe benefits and advantages. 
And as it is true, that the beft friend 
a man has, may, at certain times, 
he as unfeafonable as the moft indif- 
ferent perfon; fo all whom we find 
ourfelves obliged, occationally, to 
difmifs, are to be treated in fuch man- 
ner, as to convince them of the ne- 
cefity we are then under of ufine 
that hberty ; and which the nature ot 
the cafe mutt warrant, even with 
thofe for whom we have the greatelt 
efteem and regard; the perion {o 
difmiffed will then remain fatisfied in 
himfelf, and with us; for in this con- 
fiflsthe effence of politenefs.—And 
if this liberty may be taken, under 
certain circumftances, with our bett 
friends, othersmay, without offence, 
be difmiffed on lefs important occa- 
fions, in proportion to their nature, 
and the degree ot connection with 
fuch perfons.

FEW anecdotes of the fultan 
and the prefent ruling cabinet, 
which I offer as genuine, may not be 
unacceptable, as various caufes feem 
at this juncture to confpire, by which 
the Ottoman court may take a more 
active part on the great political the- 
atre of Europe. ‘Sultan Selim U1, 
is the eldeft male defcendant of the 
houfe of Ofajan, who ir 1299, etta- 
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blifhed the fifth dynafty of the kali- 
fes. At the death of his father Muf- 
tata II], in 1775, he was fourteen 
years old. According to the known 
precedent among the 4) urks, Abdul- 
hamid, his uncle, fueceeded to the 
throu : for they difdain to be go- 
verned either by a womanora boy. 

At his acceflion Abdul-hamid had 
reached the age of lorty-nine, and 
during the fifteen years’ reion of his 
brother Muttafa had endured a {tate 
imprifonment, which the jealous po- 
licy of the feraglio had long ordained. 
As a folace of his confine: ment, he 
cultivated literature and the arts of 
peace. His difpofition, mildand be- 
neficent, induced him to forego the 
ancient prejudice, and to fuperintend 
the education of fultan Selim, givin 
him eve ry liber: indulgence. Sultan 
Muitata and fultan Mahmood, the 
fons of Abdul-hamid and the only re- 
maiming he irs ot the ~ — Ate botlt.. 
minors. [hey exper enc c a generous 
return for the it tather’s kindnefs,-and 
are treated with fuitable reipect. Each 
has his feparate tuite of apartments, 
and fixty attendant tS, aMonge whom 
are thirty eld erly temale flaves, with 
an annual revenue of socol. fterling. 
dhe good mutuln nan, who laments 
the pofti le extinction of the impes 
rial family, is coiafort ed by the aftro- 
lovers, who have publicly declared, 
that after he has attained t6 forty 
years, fultan Selim will be blefied 
witha numerous progeny. 

His countenance is handfome and 
Impreffive, and his fhgure good ; he 
is aftable, and poffeifes much {pecu- 
lative genius, 1s not ill informed of 
the characters and feparate intercfts 
ot his contemporary princes, 2nd has 
every re ap mn to recone ile his {uo- 
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not to be changed but by an univer-

Peter the Great and Charles AIT. 
wn their plans of regenerating, or 
conquering the Ruflians, did not not 
depend folely upon the agency of min- 
ifters for fuecels. 

The curiofity of Selim refpecting 
the other nations of Europe origin- 
ated in frequent converfations with 
Rachib Effendi, the prefent hiitorio- 
grapherroy ‘ral, who was for fome 
time envoy at Manat after the laft 
war. Thofe who have gained his 
contidence iince the commencement 
of his reign, have confulted that in- 
clination, and improved every op 
portunity of extending his intelligence 
on thofe fubjects.

= penor talents, that he gave him li- 
berty, and promotion to the moft 
coniiderable’ ofhces. At the time 
Yufuf returned from his government 
of the Morea, to take upon him the 
office of vilier, Mavroyeni, a Greek 
of a noble family, was the drogoman, 
ox interpreter, to his patron ‘Haflan. 
Petraki, another Greek, was mafter 
of the mint, and imperial banker; 
and had amaffed feyen millions of 
piaitres. 

Lhis man being ambitious.of be- 
coming prince of Wallachia, he three 
times procured the appointment of 
Mavro-yeni to that high ftation, who 
h-d the intereft of Plaffan and the vi- 
fier to be fuperfeded. But they, im- 
patient of the difappoitment, repre- 
fented to Abdul-hamid, that the peo- 
ple demanded the life of Petraki in 
atonement of his peculation, who ti- 
midly confentedo his execution, and 
he was inftantly imprifoned. On 
the very day of the high ceremony of 
Mavro yent's inveftiture, he was led 
to the gate of the feraglio to kifs his 
itirrop, and fue-for pardon. At that 
inftant the executioner {truck off his 
head, and Mavro-yeni had the fatif- 
faction of feemg his rival dead at his 
feet. Another Hafsan pafha who 
hated him, becoming vilier, ordered 
him to be beheaded upon the charge 
of hetraying Giurgevow, ‘the frit 
Terkith fortrefs upon the Danube, 
to the Germans. He died a muful- 
man, Abdul-hamid, when informed 
of the lafi-mentioned circumftances, 
was fo far convinced of his inno- 
cence, that ma féw months the vin- 
diGive vifier thared the fame fate. 

The officers of the feraglio are 
very numerous. The Kiflar-agha, 
or chief of the black eunuchs, hav-

Remarks on Modefiy and Impudence. 
iB gprs are few things about 


which men in general feem fo 
much to differ, as their notions of me- 
defiyand imfudence. ‘They are, in- 
deed, agreed that there is a certain 
fomething, called mode/?y, which is 
very proper and becoming, and a 
certain fomething called imfudence, 
which is very improper and unbecom- 
ing; but when we with to enquire 
what modefty or impudence 1s, we 
find as many opinions, as if the fub-. 
ject in difpute were about religion or 
politics. If we have recourfe to our 
dictionaries, where every term ought 
to be well defined, we do not gain 
much information ; and that for two 
reafons, firft, that it is not eafy to give 
a definition of virtues and vices, un- 
lefs they confift in one action or fet of 
actions, as for example ceurage, or 
treachery; and fecondly,. whatever 
definition the makers of dichonaries 
may give, they are neceflarily conhn- 
ed to the original meaning of the 
word, which, it very often happens, 
is loft in the revolutions of common 
language. Of this my readers may 
recollect many examples. It may be 
fufkcient to mention one or iwo ; the 
word mi/s applied now to every young 
and unmarried lady, meant, at he 
beginning of the prefent century, ¢t- 
ther a mere filly child, by way ot 
contempt, or a bad woman ; anu the 
Spectator calls modeff affurance (he 
‘iuft mean between bathfulnets and 
impudence,’ whereas in our days, 
we could not pay a worfe complhineiit 
to aman than.to fay he had a modefé 
ajjurance, for with us it means Mn- 
pudence itfclf. How it came to 
change its meaning Lam not certain ; 
probably it was owing to the phrafe 


having been often ufed in jell, and mm 
tbat way in the lapie of ume, i ceal- 


ed to be ufed ferivully. 
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But with refpect to modefy and im- 


fidence, it is vet a doubtful point in 


what we can appl: aud the one or cen- 
fure the other. ‘The differences of 
opinion refpecting thefe qualifications 
are unfortunately as different as the 
circles, or fets, or ranks, into which 
feciety is divided, fo that’a man who 
would be thought a very MPU dent fel- 
low in the lower ranks of life, would 
not perhaps rife Aigher, in the upper 
ranks, than to the character of a bath- 
ful or decent kind of man. Ano- 
ther, too, Who may pafs in town for 
an unpreiuming, modefl. man, may 
inthe country be deemedan impudent 
fellow. There-feems. therefore; to 
be a kind of fafhion in our eftimating 
of theie qualities, according to the 
company we keep. And hence, 
among the other advantages of a tri- 
ui by one’s peers, it 1s a great pro- 
noter of public juftice ; for were a 
perion accuted ot impudence in the 
city to be tried before a jury at the 
court end of the town, it w ould be a 
hundred to one in his favour. Great 
are the benefits that arife to fociety 
from this divifion of it imto cerfaim 
ranks and clafles, if we 
irive to keep thoie afunder ; but the, 
mifchief rf that we are every day 
breaking down the barriers w hich fe- 

parate them, and treipafiing upon 
grounds 9 which we look like fculk- 
ing mtruders.. Hence fo much con- 


“tution in our language, and hence the 


difficulty of pot fitively faying, who is, 
and who is nota modeft m: un. 
The hiftory of modefty is rather a 
fingular one. It is faid to be defcend- 
ed from bafhfulnefs, 
which people m general are to much 
afhamed, that they are never eafy until 
they get rid of it. It is fuppofed to 
be peculiar to the country, and to 
thofe parts elpecially which are far re- 
mote from the metr opolis. From 
thofe quarters, young people are eve- 
ry day fent to Dublin to get rid of it. 


Tknow not that we have viehendle ex-

there are very few cafes in which jt 
is not got rid of very foon. The with 
of all careful parents is, that it ma 
rive place to modefty, ‘and here be. 
gins the great queftion, where the 
one ends and the other begins; and 
whether there’is not very great dan. 
gerin fhaking off bafhfulnets fo foon 
as to. dath headlong ‘into downright 
limp! udence ! 

‘Lhe dhades of difference. are in- 
numerable between thofetwo. ‘The 
progres conlifts of a very great va- 
riety of ftages, at each of which i 
would aor y neceffary to pautfe, and 
refleét, whether it would not be bet. 
ter to Rodehere: or whether it be re. 
quitite to goon farther? What is 
commonly called bafhtulnefs is, per- 
leat, more valuable than many are 
difpofedto think. If, indeed, it con- 
fift merely in. being afraid: to lift up 
the head, or entera room without the 
gait and manner of one who feems to 
be coming to fteal, if it occafions the 
ay to tremble when they are {pok- 
en to by a fuperior, and deprives 
them of the power of returning a 
plain aniwer to a plain queftion, i 

can icarcely be more unfit for a town 
life than a country life ; but if itis 
evidently, the bafis of modefty, and 
connected with | innocence, it will re- 
quire great care and thought, howwe 
venture to difturb a foundation of fo 
much importance. Hence, it has 
béen generally obferved, that when 
the diiappearance of fheepithnels or 
baibfulneis was imperceptible, and 
the work of time, it was attended 
with no defect of moral feeling ; but 
that the cafe has been far oches -wile 
when fudden, and fucceeded by a for- 
ward petulance of manners. When 


we hear that a young man, in only 


{ix months refidence in Dublin has 
become {o altered that his friends did 
not know him, we may be tolerably 
certain that the change was not for 
the better, 


The fact is, that many are unwil-e 


ling to wait the eifect of time, 4 
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the imperceptible alteration which 
keeping good company may occafion, 
all which are inftructions of the ze- 
gative kind, but are eager to lay down 
certain fe/tive rules, * to make a man 
of aclown.’ Among thefe, the moft 
common and remarkable are drinking 
and wenching, both undoubtedly ad- 
mirably calculated to rub off the ruft 
of colleges, ichools and retired homes, 
but as little ufeful in compofing the 
gentleman, or the man of addreis, as 
any two qualifications that can be 
mentioned ; it 1s notorious, that the 
change they effect is immediately 
from bafhtulnefs to impudence, leav- 
ing out the intermediate mode/?y, with 
its concomitants, good fenfe,* felf- 
pofleflion, and manly boldnets. Nor 
after all, is that kind of bathfulnefs 
extinguifhed which they are moft de- 
firous to get rid of. For there arifes 
often froin this method, a fort of pa- 
radoxical character, and, as the au- 
thor I have mentioned above fays, it 
is pofiible for the fame perfon to be 
both impudent and bathful. ‘ We 
have,’ fays he ‘ frequent in{tances of 
this odd mixture in people of deprav- 
ed mintls and mean education, who, 
though they are not able to meet a 
man’s eyes, or pronounce a fentence 
without confufion, can voluntarily 
commit the greateft villainies or moft 
indecent actions.’ 

But with refpect to modefty and 
impudence in common life, the no- 
tions of many people will be found 
very confufed. I think iuch a man an 
impudent, bold fellow. Now letme 
analyze this opinion, and it merely 
comes tothis, that he can do what I 
cannot do, that he can addreis with 
familiarity perfons I dare fearcely 
look in the face, and that there is an 
eafe and freedom in all he fays and 
does which I cannot attain to, and be- 
caufe I cannot attain to it, it muft be 
impudence. It cannot bea virtue, 
elfe Icould reach it. Allthis, how- 
ever, is ignorance or prejudice.— 
There is nothing in this man but what 


the any other might attain. His fituation 








in life has given him that habit of 
eafe and freedom with even his fupe- 
riors, which no one can acquire at 
once, but which is eafily to be ac- 
complifhed by time and attention.— 
Nothing ought to be confidered as 
impudence that is not conected with 
indecency and impropriety, with ob- 


trufion of the violent, or interrup= 


tion of the impertinent kind. 
Were we to account a man impu- 
dent who can do more in the way of 


-addrefs than others, who would ef- 


cape the imputation? But we do not 
reckon a clergyman impudent becaufe 
he can, without the Jeaft embarraff- 
ment addrefs a congregation he never 
faw before. We do not blame a 
lawyer, becaufe he argues with bold- 
nefs and intrepidity againft his bre- 
thren, and even againit the bench, 
without any feeming preparation.— 
Nor would we cenfure anv member 
of parliament, who fhould rife to re- 
ply to the ableft perfonage in that au- 
uft affembly, Thefe perfons once 
felt the embarraffment we feel 1n idea, 
but a habit of {peaking often has gi- 
ven them felf-poflefion and confi- 
dence, nor do we blame them for 
impudence, unlefs to a poverty and 
meannefs of argument, they join a 
haughty, rude and difrefpecttul ftyle. 
As there are many opinions refpect- 
ing the two qualities, which are the 
fubject of this fhort paper, andas the 
are differently eftimated by ditferent 
claffes of fociety, there can be no ge- 
neral rule laid down, more fafe and 
more eatily practicable, than to ftudy 
what is proper in manners, and habi- 
tuate ourfelves to what is virtuous in 
morals. ‘There is a refpecét due to 
the rank of fuperiors, but there 1s no 
neceffity that it fhould be of the overs 
powering kind. Men whofe charae- 
ters will bear the teft of enquiry, who 
are conicious that their intentions are 
honeft and their aétions fair, will not 
be thought arrogant, whenthey. claim 
what is their due, nor impudent be- 


caufe they argue as men who have a - 


‘ conhdence - 
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confidence in truth. Guilt and_ its 
more polifhed concomitants, feek to 
fhelter themfelves in artificial man- 
ners, and ftudied modes ; hence the 
bad will fometimes appear difhdent, 
and the good will fometimes appear 
- arrogant, but it is the foundation of 
actions we are tolook to, as well as 
to the manner in which they are. per- 
formed. ‘here will always be fome- 
thing in the world above us, to which 
we ought to look up with refpect, 
and fomething beneath us, on which 
we ought to look down without pride. 
Without general rules like thefe, cha- 
racters may bé mifreprefented accord- 
ing to whim, and the meaning of the 
plaineft words confounded by the 
changes of fafhion. It may hereaf- 
ter be the gafhion to confider a 
modc/iman asaclown or a {fimple- 
ton, and an zm/fudent fellow as the 
moft agreeable and valuable member 
of fociety. But while we ‘retain 
Arincifles, ations will not be mifre- 
prefented, nor words lofe their mean- 
Ing.

Gréaj Britain, to overturn the prefent confituti- 
on, and eftablith a democratical republic in this 
country, 

To forward thefe views, the public mind was 
prepared by the frequent circulation of feditious 
writings, in particular, thofe of Thomas Paine 3 
but the real objets of the fociety were not dif 
clofed publicly until the year 1795, when the 
teft of the fociety, which had previoufly bowud 
its members to feck ‘a reform in the commons 
houfe of parliament, was changed by the fubfti- 
tution of the words following: ¢ a more equal 
reprefentation of the people of Ireland 3° and it 
appeared to the committee, upon the teftimony ef 
one of the executive commirtee of that fociety, 
tha: this alteratiom was made in order to forward 
the plan of a feparate republic. 

It appeared that in the fummeref 2796, the 
fociety of United Irithmen had greatly extended 
itvelf in the province of U!fter—that it was. deter- 
mined to proceed to force, and for that purpole 
French atliftance had been requefled, and. had 
been promifed. In the province of Ulfter, there 
were at that time. 200,000 men armed with 
pikes, &c. ready to avail themfeives of the ar- 
rivalor aToreign enemy 3; this principle was att~ 
ed upon accordingly 3 and to prevent che well af- 
fected trom joining the yeomenry, and to impede 
the due adnuniftration of public puftices a fyftem 
of terror, the molt fanguinary aad cruel,.was ree 
forted to. In the latter part of the year 1796, 
the inhabitants of Uitier fuffered under the fever~ 
eft inflictions of outrage and depredation trom the 
difafteéted, and were. obliged to form into focie- 
ties for their felf-detence, ‘Thele outrages indut~ 
ed the Jegiflature to pafs the infurreétion act, and 
where this law was acied under with vigour, the 
beft poflible confequences followed 5 but yet ic 
was found ineffectual as a radical’remedy. In 
Of ob-r 1796, the armed yeomanry of ireland 
firft began to be formed. ‘Thefle, which were 
originally, eftimated at 20,000 mtn, in lefs than” 
fix months exceeded 35,000 well-armed, weil- 
arrayed, and well-appointed men. 

The next a€t of government was the proclama- 
tion of the 16c:h of November, 19796, iffaed for 
the prevention of large aemblies of people, who, 
in the province of Uliter, had made potetoe-dig- 
ging, reaping of corn, footbail-matches, &c. the 
oftenfible pretexts for purpoies of concealed trea 
fon ; and the next meaiure in covr!e was the pro-~ 
clamation of: general Lake, dated the 13th of 
March, 1797, from which fo much benefit had 
been derived, and to carry which into effeét, no 
aét of feverity was put into execution that could 
poflibly be avoided: on the contrary, is objedts 
were accomplifhed with all the mildnefs the na- 
ture of circumilances €owld adovtof, aad where 
perfons voluntarily brought im their arresy cerfif- 
cates were granted to them. In comiquence of 
this meafure great quantities of arais werdtaken 
out of the hands of the difaileCled, Whe next 
proclamation was of the 27th of Mag following, 
offering, oblivion of offence and full amnefly te 
ali who had not yet relinquilhed@ueir arms, om 
condition of their deing to, and giving tecurity 
for their future alicgiance. ‘Lines act of clewen- 
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cy, when its original term had expired, was re- 
newed, and every indulgence and opportunity 
given to the operation of repentance. Notwith- 
ftanding which, infurre€lion was ftill confpired, 
and it became neceffary to adopt a more coercive 
fyftem for the recovery of the arms yet remain- 
ing in the hands of the confpirators. The vigour 
and firmnefs teftified on this occafion by his ma- 
jefty’s government were attended with the hap- 
pieft effe€&t, in proportion as they were exerted ; 
the loyal were encouraged to declare themfelves, 
induftry and manufactures refumed their wonted 
vigour, and the province of Ulfter began to dif- 
play its ufual profpetous appearance. But al- 
though the vigour thus happily exerted had fuc- 
ceeded in breaking the {maller focieties, thofe of 
a fuperior kind yet remained ; but by their own 
official reports it was evident the debilitated ftate 
to which the confpiracy was reduced: fubfcrip- 
tions ceafed to be paid, a fearcity in the funds fol- 


lowed, a communication between the different er.‘ 


ders of the affociation became difficult, and from 
all thofe circumftances the leaders were induced to 
turn all their attention to the corruption of the 
other provinces 5 caufing their agents to burn 
eorn, hough cattle, and commit other enormi- 
ties, which they artfully imputed to fuch caufes 
and to fuch inftru€tions as moft effeCtually to ex- 
site the refentment of the Catholics againft the 
government. Thenext engine of treafon claim- 
ing the attention of the committee was am infa- 
mous paper, called The Union Star, publithed in 
the fummer of 1797, and exciting to the aflafii- 
pation of all magiftrates and others; whofe loyal 
activity impeded the accomplifhment of their 
treaforts, and afluming encreafed infamy in the 
open juftification of this infernal doétrine. 
In the fame year was publifhed a newfpaper called 
The Prefs, ettablithed alfo in aid of the confpira- 
cy, and bearing the name, as printer of, Arthur 
©’Connor, who admitted, in his examination be- 
fore the committee, that he was that year amem- 
ber of the executive dire€tory of the Irith Union.

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YELLOW FEVER IN AMERICA. 


Philade/phia, Ueber 4, 1798. 

PE “HE yellow fever has broke out here, which 

} reached New York alfo. All the inhabi- 
tants of both cities who could afford it, quit the 
town and went in various directions to the coun- 
try towns end villages sound about, where the 
fever alio followed them, or rather accompanied 
fome, andin consequence multitudes have been 
{wept away in the country places. This fine city 
is indeed a fcene of defolation, the houfes are all 
fhut up, exeept one here and there, 2nd‘a’ few 
ftragglers fometimes feen walking m the ftreets. 
So calamitous a period has not occurred fince the 
piague in London Jaft century; the burials amount 
on an average to 406 daily, that is in 24 hours; 
the hofpicals full, and obliged to build a large new 
one to contain the fick. The fever bafflés the 
Skill of the phyficians, many of whom have 
died 5 fo rapid is it in its progrefs, that few re- 
cover, aud moft are hurried off in from two to 
four days. Government has exerted itfelf ‘in pro- 
viding booths in. the outlets for the poor ‘fitk to 
remove to, where are now above 6000. There 
is alfo acommuttee of health to take care Of the 
fick poor in particular, and their interment, “&c. 
All -bufinefs has ceafed, except a very few bakers 
and butchers, and grocery flores. The mayor of 
this city has died, and many of the jeftices,’ the 
reft have left it; fince the 1 of Auguft; near 
3000 have died here 5 like the laft, it Is not .con- 
fined to any. one itreet or quarter. 

New York is entirely deferted, but even in the 
preient recuced ftate of it8 population, between 
4q0 and §0 die daily in that place. - Several of the 
moit refpeCtable phyficians have fallen a facrifice s 
among whom we notice the names of Dr. Coop- 
er, ot Philadelphia ; Drs. Smith, Dingtey, Jones, 
and Hicks of New York. A number of gazettes 
are flopped in confequence of ficknefs among the 
workmen and the deaths of their editors: Among 
the latter are Benjamin Franklin Bache, editor of 
the Aurora; and T. Greenleaf, editor of the 
Argus, ot New York, two leading papers inop- 
pofition to the government; and Mr. J. Fenno, 
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editor of the United States Gazette, and Mr, — 


M. Lean, of the New York Gazette, two Papers 
of the contrary party. All kinds of- commerce 
are ata ftand. 

It is fcarcely pofiible to defetibé the fituation 
of the large towns. The following extras from 
the New York pipers; will,-perhaps, afford fome 
idea of the diftrefs.of that city, The thocking 
details are continued from day to day in the fol.

ed with great fury for a confiderable time, and 
was not got under till it had almoft entirely con- 
furmied the fouth range. 

The north range, where all the linens are de- 
pofited, has fuffered no injury, and that the 
linens containeé therein fuftered no lofs or damages 
the greater part of which, for fear_of the fire 
reaching that quarter, had been removed, and 
the remainder were ready for removal. to a, place 
of fafety in cafe of need.—The eat and weit 
ranges of the building have fuffered very little 
damage, excepting one part of the weit: fide, 
which wasicut down to ftop the progrefs of] the 
fire, but which did not reach that length, 
General Goldie, the fovereign, colonel Leflie, 
and the garrifon, attended, and rendered every 
ailiftance poflible to ftop the progrefs of the fire, 
which was not fuppreffed till four o’clock in the 
morning. 

Mr. Grimfhaw of the White Houfe, a dif- 
tance of four miles, on dilcovering that there 
was a fire in town, inftantly difpatched his patent 
fire-enginey which was of the greatett confe- 
quence, 4s the town fire-engines, from not. be- 
ing in proper repair, and of a bad conftryction, 
were of no ufe. 

Happily no lives were loft, but the damage has 
been very confiderable. ; 

The cavalry has been withdrawn from the 
Linen-hall, and that building is ho longer to be

One of the foldiers wives, whofe dwelling

and ftranced on the Clontarf fhore; two 
others ran North Bull, when one of 
them overfetting, 14 0f her crew 
their efcape in the boat, and were ail 
drowned § the furf. ‘The Active, Lee, from 
Liverpool to this port, was driven by the gale 
cloie uncer lord Clare’s houfle at the Bleck-rotk. 
A Welch floop foundered at her mooring in the 
Liffey, near the mew docks—eand the Kangaroo 
fiooy of war, which Jay if the bay, was diiven 
tium her anchor ever the bar, thro’ Peolbeg and

None of the army were 
injured on this occafion, although above 300 
hots were fired at them. 

A mifcreant of the name of Maguire has fuce 
ceeded Holt as leader of the Wicklow bandit- 
ties. In the courte of the laft week he has per- 
petrated feveral atrocious outrages. 

A number of counterfeit dollars have lately 
made their appearance, of which the public have 
need to be careful. ‘They are a perfect imitation 


of thofe that are genuine, but are caft from cop- 
per, flightly plated. ‘The application of a 


knife, or any other inftrument which removes a 
thin coat, will expofe the bafe metal of which 
they are fabricated 

A perfon who has been the principal in the 
fabrication of moft of the forged bank notes 
which have appeared in this city, has been ap- 
prehended by Mr, ju(tice Swan, ata houfe in the 
neighbourhood of Muriborough-ttreet. A num- 
ber of thofe counterfeits in preparation were 
found upon him, by the detection of which this 
very active magiftrate has faved many from im- 
pofition.

A reprieve for Anderfon, under fentence of 


death, was iffued on Thurfday the 29th ult.

The unfortunate man, however, did 
not longer furvive his reprieve than five or fix 
hours, when he died of a fever in the New 
Gaol.

diftance from the place, when a Roman Catholic 
clergyman of the neighbourhood came riding in 
the fane direction: the ruffian advanced, pre- 
fented his bluncerbuls, and was in the aét of 
aimmg at the clergym: nm, when his releafed pri- 
foner obferved the advantage he had, feized it 
tripped him up—wretted the blunderbulg from 
him, and, though the clergyman rode off re- 
gardiefs of higdeliverer, brought him by hime 
felf three miles toa place of fecurity.—

and other liquors, and deftroyed feveral looking- 
glaffes and other articles, which they could nos 
carry away, they deliberately marched off with 
their booty. Woodpark is buta very fhort way 
from Dunboyne, where a ftrong military guard 


has been placed for the protect: on of the neigh- 
bourhood, Dunboyne is but nine miles trom 
Dublin.

The unfortunate 
farmer has been completeiy difpoilefied of his 
habitation by this lait actacky and forced to take 
setuge in the houle of his landlord at Dun- 
c:um. 

The body of George Philips, one of the Rath- 
coole cavalry, who was miiling fince the §th 
wit. was found by a party of faid corpson the gth 
inft. buried im a ditch on the lands of Donord, 
belonging to Wm. Coogan. 





COMMISSION INTELLICENCE, 

On Thurfday the ‘principal trial which oc- 
curred was that of a young man named Byrne, 
who had been clerk to Mr. Fleming, the attor- 
ney, for forging adraft on the bank in the name 
of Wm. Sparrow, for the fom of 120]. On 
the jury having returned a verdict ef guilty, he 
entreated them to recemmend him as an object of 
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mercy, it having been his firft offence againk the 
laws, but his entreaty was difregarded. 

James Sheridan, for anaffault on John Athe, 
was found guilty, and fentenced to 28 months 
imprifonment in Newgate, and at the expiration 
of that time, to enter into recognizance, him- 
{clf in x00]. and two fureties in sol. each, to 
keep the peace for five years. 

‘The circumftances of this cafe were of a very 
heinous and aggravating nature. Actuated by 
fome iecret malice, Sheridan made the falfe and 
Criminal prejudices of the multitude a party to 
the enmity which he bore the profecutor, whom 
he took up in his arms in the public ftreet, thew. 
ing him to the populace, and crying out that he 
was an informer againft United Irifhmen ; the 
confequence of this malicious aét was fuch as 
might have been expected in fuch times from the 
popular temper, and when, perhaps, almoft eve. 
ry man in the crowd was guilty of fecret, if nox 
open offences againit the laws. 

The unfortunate man was fo cruelly and f 
barbaroufly treated, that, as expreffed from the 
bench, it was a mere chance that the prifoner 
had not been receiving fentence of death for the 
commifiion of murder, inttead of an affaulte 
Lord Kilwarden commented with great force and 
juftice on that feeling which advocates crime, and 
is prejudiced againft thoie who in the difcovery, 
and affiiting to the punifhment of fuch as violate 
the laws, difcharge one of the firft and belt du- 
ties to fociety. 

Elizabeth Seymour was tried for wilful and 
corrupt perjury, found guilty, and fenténced to 
tranfportation for feven years. 

This wasacafe arifing out of one which oe 
curred In a preceding commiffion. A poor fid- 
ler named Lee, and his wife, had veen tried ona 
charge of con{piring the death of one Newman 
and his wife, but were acquitted in the mott ho- 
nourable and fatisfactory manner. Elizabeth 
Seymour, fervant to the Newmans, was the wit 
nets in fupport of the profecution on that eccali- 
on, and her teftimony then gave birth to the 
prefent profecution and conviction. 

Newman and his wite wete alfo given in charge 
to the jury for fubornation of perjury, but for 
want ef prolecution were acquitted and dil- 
charged. 

John Buftard and James Mathews, for man- 
flaughter, were ordered to be burned in the hand 
ane allcharged. 

Join Brown, for uttering a forged note, was 
adjudged to two years imprifonment in Newgatts 
to find iecurity for his good behaviour for five 
years from the expiration of his confinement 
and to ftand in and upon the'pillory for one hout 
oppofite the Royal exchange. 

Eleanor Moore, for arobbery in the houfe of 
G. Grierfon, efq. of Harcourt-ftreet, was fen- 
tenced to tranfportation for feven years. 

The following perfons received fentence of 
death : 

Jofeph Reilly, Alias Mich. Gheratty, for 
forging bank notes. 

William Burke, fer forging a draft on the 


bank. patrick 
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Patrick Lawlefs, for forging an order on the 
finen board, - 

James Holton, for coining. 

Previous to pronouncing the awful fentence of 
death on thofe unhappy men, lord Kilwarden 
expatiated with great feeling, and at confiderable 
Jength on the prevalence of crimes in the prefent 
day 5 afcribing the relaxed ftate of public morals 
ina great degree, to the relaxation of domettic 
difcipline. His lordfhip profefled that he em- 
braced that opportunity of difcharging a great du- 
ty to fociety, by an endeavour to imprefs on the 
auditors, how much the depravation of manners 
and the multiplication of crimes proceeded from 
the apathy, the neglect, or the example of the 
heads of families. To the father regardlefs of the 
conduct of his children 5 to the mafter indiffer- 
ent to the morals of his fervants, and apprenti- 
ces; and to the clergy feeling and expreiiing no 
folicitude about their flocks, except in receiving 
thofe monies, for which they are indebtec more 
tothe provifiens of the law than their own merits 
=to all thefe are owing the exiftence and famili- 
arity of crimes, which, even within our own 
memories, were uncommon, and the bare recit- 
alof which, would have madethe hearers fhud- 
der, as monftrous in novelty and in depravity. 
The noble and learned lord after picturing thole 
crimes in their peculiar and horrid deformity, in 
amo{t feeling and impreflive manner called upon 
ali who heard him, and whofe influence as heads 
of families was important to fociety, to recall to 
their practice a portion of that conduct iwhich, 
ruling their ancettors, made them happier men 
and betterimembers of fociety; when each man 
made the repulation of his family the firft care, 
that of his country the next, well knowing that 
the latter opjeét could not be better effected than 
by afolicitous attention tothe former, and that 
the general morals of a nation, its happinefs, 
and profperity, could not be better promoted 
than by cultivating the principles of virtue and 
focial and moral obligation in each = family. 
There was a time, his.lordfhip obferved, when 
fathers and when matters felt that anxiety which 
accorded with their characters, for their children 
and their fervants, and feit an intere(t, nor only 
inthe laborious but the idle difpofitions. of their 
me, when clergy were more than nominal fhep- 
herds of the flock, inculcating the principles of 
chriftianity by example as well as by precept, 
andwhen, feeling nodignity but that of virtue, 
they cifdained not frequent and inftructive com- 
Munication with their poorer parifhioners, and 
were not fervile or indifferent to the vices of 
their richer ones. ‘To that happy fimpficity and 
pious practice, his lordihip recommended a te 
currence, and he doubted not but the coniequen- 
ees woulc be happily and forvibly felt in the im- 
provement of private and pubiic morals and pri- 
Wate and public happinefs and proiperity.

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the underitanding and comimon fenfe of every 
man ; and he would jead the learned ventieme 
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whom he addrelied, to agree in the 
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morals, tne difpol jons and habits of its popu 
lace were more likely to be promoted and improv- 
ed bv the care of a Beitith leyiliature than by ‘ 
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thatthe burdens of Ireland would thereby be en- 
creafed to the utmoft limit of her capacity to 
bear? With refpe€t to the morals and dilpofi- 
tions of our people, could it be reafonably be- 
lieved that the Britith minifter would fend over 
miffionaries here to improve and reform them? 
Would it not be his firft care to extract from us 
our proportion of taxes in defence of the empire, 
and wouid he not then leave our morals and man- 
ners to the flow improvement of time and cir- 
cumfiances ? Yet it was for thefe advantages that 
the country was called on to give up for ever its 
independence and right to govern itfelf, and yield 
to the care of a foreign legiflature. But the 
bar, and every gentleman who knows Ireland, 
muft know that if ever there was a country 
which more than another ftood in need of the in- 
dulgent attention and watchful zeal of a refident 
legiflature—-one which, from its knowledge of 
the people, their habits, and the local circum- 
ftances of the country, might adapt its regula- 
tions to the fituation of the inhabitants, it was 
this country. He would not, however, fay that 
there could never occur a time when a Union with 
Great Britain on any terms would not be inju- 
rious to Ireland. He weuld not enter into ab- 
ftraét difquifitions on the amature and benefits 
of the indivifibility§ and incorporation of 
the empire, but he would fay, that at prefent he 
faw no benefit which could accrue to Ireland from 
fuch a meafure—poflibly, however, at a future 
day the light might flafh on his mind; but the 
advantages which fhould at any time induce him 
to agree to a furrender of the conftitution and in- 
dependence of the country for ever, muft be of 
great magnitude indeed, and clear as the fun at 
noon day. With refpect to the reafoning of thole 
who now advife the meafure, who was the man 
bold énough to fay, he was convinced that thofe 
great advantages muft accrue which the metaphy- 
fician pretended future time would develope ? 
Who would be bold enough to pledge himtelt to 
his country that thofe advantages would repay her 
for her indepenvence? At ail events it was not 
at the termination of a rebellion, if it was indeed 
terminated, the moft alarming and favage which 
had ever fcourged a cauntry that a queftion of fucn 
magnitude was to be difcuffed—it was not when 
a foreign army of 49,000 men were In the coun- 
try, and military law fcarcely yet fufpended, that 
the people were to be afked on the moment whe- 
ther they would give up ther conftitution and 
transfer their legifiatiwe power to another coun- 
try. He therefore propofed that the learned gen- 
tlemen who heard him, and whois voice 
the adminiitration and the people would probably 
lovk to with refpeet, fhould come to tue follow- 
ing refo ution 3 
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Reioived, That the meafure of 2 Legiflative 

Umon of this kinggom and Great Biitain, 
is an innovation, which it would ve highly 
depgerous and improper to propoie al the 
prefent juncture to this country. 


Mr. Spencer, (author of a pamvhiet on the 
fubj-ct of a Union) feconded the motion, and 
fupported it in a thort and pithy fpeech, in 
he dwelt principally on the few agvantages whieh 
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Great Buitain has it in her power to confer op 
this country, and on the impractability of ep, 
forcing a performance of the terms fhe might grant 
to obtaina Union. He inftanced the breach of 
faith with Scotland, fhortly fubfequent to the 
Union, by impofing the malt tax in that coun. 
try, contrary to the opinion of the Scots repre. 
fentatives, and in violation of the compact, 

Mr. Famejon oppoted the refolution as prema. 
turely forcing the difcuflion of a Union. Hp 
thought the aflembly were not at prefent prepared 
to decide on the merits of the quettion, as having 
no evidence before them that a Union would be 
either injurious or beneficial to the country—she 
therefore propoied (avowing himfelf at the fame 
time a friend to the principle of an Union) that 
the confideration of this refolution fhould be aa. 
journed to that day month. : 

Mr. Day feconded this refolution. He aAVOWe 
ed that he thought a Union with Great Britai, 
the only means of faving this country from the 
mifchievous effects of thofe principles which had 
for2c years back been gathering ftrength in Ire. 
land, and muft ultimately tend to feparate the 
two countries, if not prevented by an Unione 
For himie!f, being the defcendant of Englithmen, 
and he believed the great majority of thofe who 
heard him were alfo of that defcription, he felt 
no repugnance to a Union with England; and 
with refpeét to the argument which fome men 
made ufe of againit the meafure, namely, tha 
the parliament had no right or authority to affent 
to it, he thought it was perfectly unfounded 
The parliament had an unlimited power, there, was 
no power on earth to whom .they were accounta- 
ble, and their aét of courfe mutt bind the coun. 
try. 

Mr. Burnes faid he was no Englifhman, and 
not finding therefore the fame impulfe as the 
learned gentleman who fpoke laft, he would ea- 
deavour to defend the rights of his country with 
the fame zeal as that gentieman had laboured to 
promote that of England. He then {poke with 
coniiderable warmth againit Union with Grea 
Britainon any terms. Indeed what availed terms, 
however liberal, when if thofe terms were accede 
ed to by Ireland, there remained no means of 
enforcing the performance of them. To thew 
that terms propofed by Great Britain as the price 
of an Union, could not be depended on, he ad- 
verted to what followed in the Britifh pari 
ment a very few years after the Union with Scot 
landeea tax on mult in Scotlaed was propoled by 
the minifter of the cay, and though it was oppoled 
by every Scotch reprefentative and Scotch peer 
in either houfe, it was carried in direct breach of 
one of the articles of Union. Nor was this the 
only inftance of vivleted faith—another occurteé 
a few years back refpeGting the rights of te 
Scotch peers fitting in the Britith houte of lor’se 
where a cafe was decided by the Britith parliament 
in manifeft contravention of one of the leading a 
ticles of the Union, Such was the confidene 
Ireland thould place in any terms propoted by 
Great Britain. He confidered it as an intotent 
difslay of her fuperiority, that Great Bite 
fhouid propofe a Union at faci a time as this; ® 
was a meafure dictated by her confidence in! 
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proud fuperiority with which her fleets ruled the 
ecean—but fhe fhould remember, that fuperiority 
would be of fhort duration were tt mot for the 
force which Ireland afforded to man thofe -fleets 
—to hisown knowledge, and he had been him- 
felf a fearnan, half the fleets of England was 
manned by Irifhmen— and yet an Enghth captain 
had the infolence once to fay, thatin his fhip le 
would have no Iriihmen ! Such was the contume- 
ly with whieh Ireland and Lrifhmen had always 
been treated by England—but he contended that 
Great Britain had nothing to wive lreland which 
could be confidered as compentation for the jur- 
render of its independence. — Te all the world 
except the Eaft Indies we already had a right to 
trade—and a Union would not give us more of 
the Ea India trade than we already poffeticdes 
for we would in that cafe, as well as now, only 
be permitted to fhare in it by individual mer- 
chants becoming proprietors of the Eaft India 
frock j;—-and as to morals and melioration of man- 
ners, he ridiculed the ides of thote refulting from 
new importations of vice from Portimouth and 
Plymouth, or from Duke-(treet, Sc. James’s, 
With refpeét to right ot parliament to agree to 
an Union, he declared it to be his opinion they 
could have nofuch right—and he read refoluu- 
ons of the bar and of the Legiflature in the year 
1732, declaring exprefily, that the king, lord-, 
and commons of Jredand were the only duthori- 
ty that could bindthis country. ‘To the legrfla- 
tureof any other country he would pay no obe- 
dience in Irclandeit was his right aé an isithman 
tobe governed by thole oaly, and bred as he was 
to the ule of arms, he would not tamely furien- 
der that right to the cunning or the infolence of 
thatierpent and political apottatey Mr. Pitt 

Mr. P. Burrowes, in a ipeech of confiderable 
length, declared himfelfa decided enemy to Uni- 
on, as tending to produce yiimately a feparati 
On——The United Iriihmen, he (aid, were keep- 
ing jubilee fince the idea was gone abroad. He 
divided the people of the country into tour clafles 
e=the one the populace, who were, and always 
would be, a mere machine in the hands of the 
higher orders, as the mufkets on their fhoulder. 
Among the other three clafics, the rebels, the 
ycomanry, andthe parliamentary reformult, the 
political mind of this country was divided. This 
meafure would give the rebel new vigour, it 
would leffen the zee] of the yeoman, and by cut- 
ting off from the retormift the hope of ever fee- 
ing his favourite object obtained, would render 
him totally indifferent to the connegtion of the 
countries and to the conittirution. 

Mr. 7. Grady faid he was of Irifh extraction 
me Dut with great deference tu his anceitors, had 
the hour of his birth been about nine months la- 
ter than the arrival of the Englifh regiments in 
this Country, the gueition of his extraction might 
be doubttul To ve feriouseehe faid bis fituati- 
oo under government {he isachairminof acoun- 
ty} might, perhaps, induce a fulpicion hat up- 
On this queftion his Opinion would be governed 
by the influence of his place. ‘Thole who knew 
him, knew he was above being influenced by fuch 
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Wir’, Lioyd vindicated the Catholics from this 


charze. He contended that the Catholics were 
not friendly to an Union, and afferted he had as 
ample means of Knowing their dentiments os the 
learned ventieman. flindet on 
the great pady of the Catholics, to deferibe them 
as actuated by fo baie, fo malignant a principle 
as that of withing to pull down the Protetbanr, 
becaule they could not rife to his level. But if 
the Catholics were actuared by to ailignant A 
motive, he was confident the Protetiant men of 
Jreiand would be able tomaintain their mgats in 
{pite of convinced, 
however, the Citholics cuula not entertain 
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fuch fentimenteethey had already obtained in the 
courfe of a very few years 4 variety of imporlact 
privileges, and there could=be no realonaole 
doubt oul they muit ia very few Yedis Diakes 
obtain the only remmaming obyect Witte 1! ey 
to leek—they could not therefore be to ablurd 
as to vive up camely and willingly the advinte- 
ges they had obtained, and the Certain prolocct 
of thofe which they purfued. He realoned, as 
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unlike the British minifter to bring a meafure by 
furprife upon the people; and therefore he was 
convinced ample time would be given to difcufs 
ite-It could not be huftled through the two 
houles in fo fhort a time as to orevent the public 
fenfe on it from being fully keown. He de- 
claimed againft the impropriety of invective 
which had been fo liberally indulged by gentle- 
men againft the minifter and parliament of Eng- 
fand. 

Mr. Gold made the moft animated fpeech that 
was delivered inthe alfembly. He put the quef- 
tion on the broad ground, that in no cafe what- 
foever ought a Union to be fuffered by Ireland. 
No commercial advantages, even if Great Britain 
had any to confer, could bea price for the fur- 
render of the legiflstive independence of the 
country. If the Britifh merchant fhould bring 
his penny and his ledger in his hand to purchafe 
orto cajole him, asan independent Irifhman he 
would meet him with the volume of nature, the 
whole fy tem of his feelings and his pretenfions. 
Ireland fhould never become the Sicily of Great 
Britain—* Gop and nature—faid Mr. Gold 
defigned thatIreland fhould be independent as 
Great Britain, and by God the fhall be fo.’ 

Mr. O’Drifcod/ faid, that he fupported the mo - 
tion froma fincere defire to extinguifh the hopes 
ef confpirarors and traitors, who had brought 
their country tothe brink of ruin, whole power 
was crufhed, but whofe principles were mot yet 
fubdued. That thofe hopes were revived at the 
profpect of the agitation which mutt take place 
in the public mind, if the great queftion of 
Union thould be introducedin the prefent fate of 
the nation. That he was bound by his duty as a 
fubjcét, and alfo by an oath which he had taken, 
faithfully to maintain and fupport the laws and 
con{titution of this kingdom, and therefore muft 
give his vote againit the introduction of a quefti- 
en which, in his mind, bring thefe laws and the 
conflitution into danger, by enabling rebellion 
to raife its head again with increafed confidence, 
amidit the difconrent and diftraétion which the 
avitation of fo momentuous a queltion muit pro- 
duce. As tothe political advantages or difad- 
vantages likely to accrue to this kingdom fron 
fuch a meafure, he faid that he was very incom- 
petent to cecide. That thedifcuilion of it was 
premature, and quite wide of the queition then 
before the meeting, which coniiited of two pro- 
politions—-1it, That an Union would be an inno} 
vation=eand zdly, That the introduction of it at 
thistime, woula be imprudent and dangerous. 
— That no gentiemin demed the firit propofition 
and tha: one feeble attempt only was made in op- 
politic ato chelecond. in aniwer to a politiony 
that the parliamentof this kingdom had a con- 
ftitutional power to form the Union, indepen 
dent of, and uncontrouled by, the confent of 
the people of Treland,’—he faid he would for 
ever deny the truch of chat properition. Thatif 
fuch an uniomthould be accomplithed in puriu- 
ance of the verfe of the nation, fairly takea for 
the purvofe, he wou'a think it bis bounden duty 
ro jubrit (O, apnu att under I : but that if the 
Rparaie right of jeg fl cion for treland fhould be 
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given up or incorporated with that of any other 
country, without fuch confent of the nation, 
he would not think himfelf bound to acquiefes 
in any fuch at, and mentioned fome high law 
authorities for fuch his opinion. He then went 
into a fhort defcription of the ftate of the coun. 
try, to prove the impoffibility, in the prefeg 
ftate of things, of taking the fenfe of the nati. 
on fairly upon any fuch faubject as that of ag 
Union, and concluded by giving his entire con. 
currence to the motion. But hedid not utter a 
fyllable of refiftance to the parliament, nor did 
he exprefs one difrefpe€tful word of the legifla 
ture or of the government, or of any individual 
of either 3; onthe contrary, he difclaimed every 
thing of that nature, as tending to feed the ma. 
lignity and to realize the pretences of the horri- 
ble con{piracy from which the nation has fo late. 
ly efcaped. 

Mr. Geraghty fupported the queftion of ad. 
journment. He was friendly to the principle of 
an Union, asthe only means of preventing 4 to. 
tal feparation of the two countries ta which the 
principles and the withes of the difaffeéted have 
long tended, and which they would ultimately 
effect if a Union did not preventit by fruftrating 
all their pretenceseHe faid it was vain to deny 
that there exifted many well-founded grounds of 
complaint by Ireland, again{t the prefent connex- 
ion with Great Britain, which an Union only 
could ever remove.—With refpect to the right 
of parliament to adopt fuch a meafure, he thought 
it not more unconftitutional than the laws which 
are every day paffed to regulate eleCtions by lim- 
iting, and in fome inftances totally abolifhing the 
rights of eleftors. Such laws are not now con- 
fidered as unconftitutional, and properly, becaufe 
the conititution is not one indivifible thing—it i 
an accumulation of Jaws, rights and cuftoms, 
which the fucceflive wifdom of generations has 
created 3; and thetefore itis not unconftitational 
for the public wifiom to abrogate or to modify 
any of their rights, laws or cuftoms, of whith 
what is called the conftitution confitts. 

Mr. M’Cleland gave avery warm and 4nima- 
ted fupport to the queftion of adjeurnment, in 
which he complained heavily of the attempts 
which had been made to miflead the underftand- 
ing of the audience by declamation and paflion, 
inflead of cool difcuflion—he faid, though the 
refulution propofed, profefled only to confider 
the collateral queftion, whether this was a pru- 
dent time for propofing a Union—~yet the current 
of the argument went to the merits of the mea- 
fure, and much inveétive and abufe had been 
thrown out againft the merchants and the legilla- 
ture of England. Gentlemen had gone fo fa 
as to hint that the man who fupported an Union 
was a traitoresif fo, he was that traitor, and 
he would be glad to fee the man who would cai 
him fo. 

Mr. Leader fupported the original refolution. 

Mr. Plunket, in avery able and argumentte 
tive ipeech, proved the extreme danger and ime 
propriety of agitating the quefton of Union © 
(uch atime as the prefent.. Should the adminil- 
tration, however, propofe a Unioa new, be 
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go doubt but it would be carried. Fear, animo- 
fity, awant of timeto confider cooly its confe- 
quences, and 40,000 Britifh troops in Ireland, 
would carry the meafure—but in a little time the 
people would awake as from a dream, and what 
confequences would then follow, he trembled to 
think. For himfelf, he declared he oppofed an 
Union, principally becaufe he was convinced it 
would accelerate a total feparation in the two 
countries. He diffuaded the meeting from adopt- 
ing the motion of adjournment, becaufeit would 
give a handle for further mifreprefentation to 
thofe libellers who had already dared to mifre- 
prefent the motive and conduct of the bar. 
It would give them an opportunity to fay that the 
adjournment of the queftion argued the fenfe of 
the bar to be for a Union. ‘Thofe libellers had 
already ventured to mifreprefent in a public print 
the meeting of the bar as a military body on Fri- 
day laft. Hecould not believe the infolent libel- 
ler was one of the body—-but fome perfon within 
or without had taken occafion inten minutes af- 
ter the meeting was held, to carry to the caftle 
the talichood, that the meeting broke up becaufe 
the good fenfe of the bar thought it not right in 
them to agitate in any manner the queftion of an 
Union. 

A Catholic barriftér declared it to be his opi- 
nion that the great body of the Catholics were 
not friendly to an Union. They were to mect 
inthe courfe of a week to declare their opinion 
oa that point. 

Mr. Orr fupported the original refolution, and 
Mr. Webber oppofed it, and declared himfelf a 
ftiend to the Union. 

The queftion on the motion for adjournment 
was put and carried in the negative, 168 to 32, 

The original refolution then paffed without a 
divifion, 

14.] Wednefday morning, the noted defpe-

A yeoman hamed Farrel, near Kilcoclk, was 
en Saturday nmght attacked inhisown heufle by 
party of rebels, and fot through the head in 
éefending hig property. ‘This poor man, a ten- 
ant of Michael Aylmer, efg. ‘had, ‘like his 
landlord, been drfing urfhed for loyalty. 

Two of the tnurderers of the lamented Dr. 
Turner, of Edermitte, have been convidted and 


hanged at Wexford. 
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A‘fellow named Green has alfo Leen executed 
there, convicted of having committed a delibe- 
rate murder during the rebellion. ‘The unfor- 
tunate victim of his villainy was the poor Roman 
Catholic mentioned in Jackfon’s Narrative as put 
to death for having given information agzaintt 
United Irithmen, Greene was attended to the 
gallows by a priefi. 

Saturday night fome villains forced the thop of 
Mr. Buthe, thoe-maker, in the fouere, Water- 
ford, and took from thence leather, &c. to the 
amount of 201, with which they effeted their 
efcape. 

15.] Madame Sillery, better known by the

Crim. Conem-In the theriff’s court (London) 
came on the pleadings in the cale of the marquis 
and marchionefs of Abercorn. The following 
are the outlines of what pafled : 

The marquis of Abercorn has brought his ac- 
tion, and laid his damages at 20,0001. againit 
captain Copley, for criminal converfation with 
the marchionefs. The defendant fuffered judg- 
ment to pafs again{ft him by default 5 and the cir- 
cumftances of the infidelity were not difclofed. 

A writ of enquiry was executed before the fhe- 
riffef Middlefex and a fpecial jury te aflefs the 
damages. Mr. Law and Mr. Percival, and ano- 
ther gentleman, pleaded for the whole damages, 
and Mr. Contt in mitigation. 

The witnefles called to prove the henioufnefs 
of the offence, and the affeétion that fubfifted be~ 
tween the marquis and marchionefs of Abercorn, 
were—-the duke of Leeds, lord Hardwick, lord 
Mulgrave, the hon. Mr. Knight, and Mr. Elliott. 
Their evidences went to prove that the defen- 
dant, captain Copley, was brother-in-law to the 
marquis, being brother to his firft wife 5 chat he 
lived under the marquis’s roof and protection 
from the age of 13 till he had been 28 years old, 
and had been treated by him as if he was his own 
child. One of the witnefies on being prefled, 
told that the only appearance of difcontent he ever 
perceived, was a trifling altercation one evening 
about an opera- box. 

Mr. Contt {poke very ably in mitigation, but it 
was evidently a very difficult cafe to defend,—He 
did not attempt to offer any arguments or evidence 
to prove any infidelity or impropriety of conduct 
on the part of lord Abercorn, but called lord 
George Seymour, and Mr. Broadhead, jun. to 
prove the early attachment of captain Copley, for
